If the entire charge against the former city officials were to be collected,

During my eight years with the State Department of Audit, I do not recall 
one single instance where a local attorney was employed to assist the State's 
attorney in the collection of funds due counties or municipalities by any of- 
ficials In the Bay St. Louis case, however, the City Attorney and Mr. Ladner 
made numerous trips to Jackson and one day came back with a letter from the 
State Auditor which recommended that the City Attorney assist the State’s at- 
torneys in the prosecution of the case through CHANCERY COURT. 


The order on the minutes employing the City Attorney in the case states 
that the City “agrees to pay Dan M. Russell, Jr. a reasonable fee for services 
rendered by him in prosecution of said claim of said City, said fee to be com- 
mensurate to, or with, the amount of work involyed.” 


At the last meeting of the Council, there was a motion placed on the 
minutes by the mayor that since the suit against the former officials was set 
tor the January term of CHANCERY COURT that we should set some defin- 
ite fee to be paid the City Attorney for his “assistance” to the State's attor- 
neys.
